Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Henter pointed out that page 16 of the Instant specification 
provides explicit support for the new limitations of claims 28-30 (i.e., a standardized extract and a sunscreen). Mr. 
Henter further pointed out that although the method for extracting the fruit of E.officinalis is similar to the method 
disclosed by Ghosal, that the Instant specification clearly teaches that a portion of the flavanoids are removed from the 
extracts via HPLC to provide for the preferred embodiments of the claims (e.g., claim 1). Mr. Henter pointed out that 
the Specification itself provides indication that the lowered flavonoid amounts in the extract provide for a more visually 
appealing product which was not suggested by Ghosal. Therefore, it is deemed that the claims are allowable over 
Ghosal. Claim 19: suggested insertion of 'of said after '0.1%' and rewording or deletion of the term 'high'. Claim 20, 
suggested rewording to replace 'composition selected from the group consisting of water solbuel naturalor artificial 
extracts that include' to : 'selected from the group consisting of water soluble natural extracts and water soluble 
artificial extracts, n which include' Suggested similar rewording for claim 21 . Mr. Henter suggested rewording of claim 
22: deletion of 'during' and insertion of 'for protection from'. The Instant specification provides support for this 
limitation. 
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
